If the external nalpebrnl ligament he divided .'subccnjunctively and siibcu- 
taueoush- or bv the open method from the conjunctival side as a step preliminary 
to operation on the eveball, pressure may sometimes be renuired to stop bleerting 
from the cut surface. A small spring hook can be attached to the rest on 
the outer ."side. This can be made revolving if the rest carrying the hook be 20 
made round. The sprina hook can be rot.ited so as to hook on the outer canthus 
or be put out of action. "A piece of cotton wool placed between the outer canthus 
and the spring hook will stop the bleeding. Such a hook may be provided on 
either side or on one side only; see 1 1 (Figure 9), in which figure it is shewn 
as applied on both sides. It can al$o be kept separate and applied to the 25 
specidum on the side on which its action is required at the time of operation. 

Havinn- now particularfv described and ascertained the nature of my said 
invention and in what manner the same is to be performed, I declare that 
what I claim is: — 

The combination and arrangement of -parts of the aforesaid surgical eye 30 
speiulum. .•iubstantially as shewn and described.
